Revision to plan 
W of subdivision 
turned down by 
^ council 


The third phase of the 
Ridgeway-by-the-Lake 
development has been put 
on hold, after a decision 
made by council last 
Tuesday. 

A staff report was brought 
forward for council to con¬ 
sider a redline revision, to 
modify two existing private 
open space blocks by merg¬ 
ing them with adjacent lots. 

The lands are located on 
the south side of Thunder 
Bay Rd., the north side of 
North Shore Dr. and West of 
Maple Leaf Ave. South. 

The crux of the proposed 
change to the plan of subdi¬ 
vision brought to council 
last Tuesday, can be nar¬ 
rowed down to about 20 
property owners being

They would also claim 
ownership of the portion 


of land, which developer 
Robert Mills described as 
a buffer zone between 
phases. 

Prior to the staff report 


being brought to council 
on Tuesday of last week, 
the plan was that the 
development's community 
association would take 


care of maintenance and 
upkeep. But a lack of inter¬ 
est in taking that route has 
caused the developer to 
submit this revision. 

After about an hour of 
discussion, council turned 
down the third phase of 
development with a 3-3 

Councillors Don 
Lubberts, Paul Collard and 
Bob Steckley were too 
concerned with the chang¬ 
es to give an approval. 
Ward 4 Coun. John Hill 
declared a conflict of inter¬ 
est and didn't enter into 
the debate because he is a 
resident of the subdivi- 

After the meeting, Mills 
told the Fort Erie Times 
that he does not see the 
reasoning behind coun¬ 
cil's decision.

down, especially as all 
immediate neighbours are 
in favour," said Mills. 

The next step he and his 
team can take is making a 
submission to the Ontario 
Municipal Board. 

"We've already instruct¬ 
ed our solicitors to go to 
the board." 

There are 69 single 
detached home lots and 
11 home lots included in 
the plans for the third 
phase of development. 

Private restricted cove¬ 
nants would also be put in 
place to prohibit the 
removal of trees, unless 
necessary for forest main¬ 
tenance. 

A group of residents 
from Sunrise Court have 
struck the Driftwood 
Conservation Corporation, 
that has agreed to look 
after the forest area that 
would run along about 20 


properties in phase three. 

This leaves another 
block of open space that 
abuts the rear of residen¬ 
tial lots on Maple Leaf 
Avenue. These owners did 
not want to acquire a block 
and agreed that the open 
space could be added to 
the rear of the new lots to 
be created in the third 
phase of development. 
While this open space will 
be privately owned, the 
buffer would be main¬ 
tained by restrictive cove¬ 
nants prohibiting removal 
of trees. 

Ward 5 Coun. Don 
Lubberts raised questions 
about the newly formed 
Driftwood Corporation 
that is proposed by the 
developer, concerned 
about why this group's 
formation was not men¬ 
tioned in the past when 
the development was 
brought to council last 

"He wants to make dif¬ 
ferent arrangements on 
phase three than what we 
agreed to," said Lubberts 
during Tuesday's meeting. 

He also asked why the 
Town of Fort Erie is 
involved in the discussion, 
a matter that should be 
addressed between resi¬ 
dents and the developer. 

According to director of 
community planning and 
development Rick Brady, 
the Town would step in if 
there are any violations of 
the land being designated 
open space. Brady used a 
resident building a pool 
on these lands as an exam¬ 
ple of when the munici¬ 
pality would have to step 

He then said the Town 
of Fort Erie would not play 
any role in policing or 
enforcing the private 
agreement and restricted 
covenants. 

"What we're trying to do 
is facilitate a decision that 
meets both Mr. Mills' and 
the homeowners' needs," 
said Brady.

"I'm really interested in 
the legislative process. It's 
exciting to see them in 
action and learn how bills 
are passed," said Demizio, 
who's father Dean, is the 
president of the Greater Fort 
Erie Chamber of 
Commerce. 

Legislative pages play an 
important role at Queen's 
Park, they work in the legis¬ 
lative chamber as messen¬ 
gers, performing many help- 
fill duties for the Members

of provincial parliament and 
the officers of the house. 

"I'll be sitting in the cham¬ 
ber all day, delivering notes 
to MPPs as well as water. I'll 
also be using tunnels from 
building to buildings deliv¬ 
ering messages as well," said 
Demizo. 

He will also have the 
opportunity to meet with 
politicians and key parlia¬ 
mentary figures, learn how 
laws are made and how the 
province of Ontario is gov- 

Because he follows poli¬ 
tics, Demizio is hoping to 
meet Canada's first female 
Premier Kathleen Wynne. 
He admits he's a fan of hers 
and supports her as premier 
of Ontario. He'd also like the 
opportunity to meet with 
the speaker of the house. 

The idea to apply for this 
role came from an opportu¬ 
nity he had to go to Queen's 
Park last June. 

"I saw the application 
there and knew it was some-

thing that I wanted to do," 
he said. He was also encour¬ 
aged by MPP Kim Craitor to 
move forward with his 
application. 

The program is open to 
students in grade seven and 
eight, who have an interest 
in current affairs, have an 
academic average of 80 per 
cent or higher and get along 
well with their peers and 
adults. He had to submit a 
750-word essay explaining 
his achievements, extra¬ 
curricular activities and why 
he should be chosen for the 
program. 

Demizio, who grew up in 
Fort Erie, has been seen 
helping around the commu¬ 
nity with the War of 1812 
grande parade as well as 
various soccer tournaments. 
This was his first time apply¬ 
ing for the program, which 
accepted 140 students from 
across Ontario. 

"I found out I had been 
accepted around March 10, 
just before March Break. I 
was really surprised and 
excited. It's a very competi¬ 
tive program and it's an 
honour to be chosen," he 

He is the first student from 
St. Philomena School to be 
accepted. 

"Everyone has been happy 
and excited for me, my fam¬ 
ily is really happy and will 
be coming the first day to 
watch," he said. 

During the interview 
Robert Grand, principal, 
walked in and told him of a 
new program, which the 
Niagara Catholic District 
School Board will be start¬ 
ing in 2013-14. 

The school board will 
have two representatives 
from each elementary 
school to give input on edu¬ 
cation from the students' 
perspective and Demizio 
will be one of those stu- 

He will have a three week 
leave from classes from 
April 29 to May 15, while he 
stays in Toronto with a bil¬ 
let. While at Queen's Park, 
he will be taught legislative 
process and receive various 
assignments to develop his 
language skills. He will also 
be tutored in mathematics, 
and on Fridays participate 
in special educational activ¬ 
ities or field trips.

One of his responsibilities 
will be to memorize each 
face, name and location of 
the 107 MPPs before arriving 
on his first day. Though ner¬ 
vous, he is confident that he's 
up to the task. 

He will be required to wear 
a traditional uniform, which

a black tie or jabot, a white 
plain dress shirt, a black belt, 
black dress shoes and socks. 

Demizio, who is well 
respected and liked by his 
classmates and staff, said he 
is keeping politics an option 
for a potential future career. 

"Mathematics is my favou¬ 
rite subject, but politics in 
the future is a real possibility 
for me,” he said.

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Ridgeway-by-the-Lake residents have questions for councillor 


This is an open letter to 
Ward 5 Coun. Don 
Lubberts 


Since the June 11, 2012 
Council meeting Rob 
Mills has worked dili¬ 
gently with us to satisfy 
our concerns, the Town’s 
concerns and those of 
Maple Leaf residents. 

We have formed an 

Driftwood Conservation 
Corporation (DCC), 
established by-laws, pre¬ 
pared and agreed on 
restrictive covenants, 
agreed on a landscape 
plan. This will ensure 
that the lands behind our 
properties are kept in the 
condition that was agreed 
upon when we purchased 
our properties. 

The developer has 
agreed to absorb all the 
costs incurred. 

As a consequence of 


your vote at the Apr. 2, 
Town of Fort Erie council 
meeting you have denied 
the application made by 
Rob Mills, the developer, 
despite all the concerns 
raised by the 16 residents 
of Sunrise Court and 20 
residents of Maple Leaf 
Avenue being satisfied. 
The approval of the appli¬ 
cation would have given 
the 16 Sunrise residents, 
as members of Driftwood 

Corporation, the oppor¬ 
tunity to assume owner¬ 
ship of lands, termed 
conservation lands adja¬ 
cent to their properties, 
from Ridgeway Estates 
for one dollar. 

We the undersigned, 
want members of council 
to explain the following: 

Why at a meeting on 
September 12, 2012 with 
the three Sunrise Court 
residents co-ordinating 
this transfer of owner¬ 


ship, you clearly stated 
you would support the 
application if the con¬ 
cerns of the residents 
had been satisfied and 
you now voted against it? 

You spoke about meet¬ 
ing Ridgeway residents 
over the weekend. Why 
did you not speak to any 
Sunrise residents or resi¬ 
dents of Maple Leaf? 
Whose interests are you 
representing? 

Why would you not 
support Ridgeway Estate’s 
proposal to develop 
phase three? 

To date the developer, 
Ridgeway Estates, has 
successfully invested in 
and built more than 80 
per cent of the first two 
phases with the resultant 
infusion of new tax pay¬ 
ers to the Town of Fort 
Erie. 

Why would you orches¬ 
trate a motion to stop the 
further progress and 


development of Phase 
three? 

Do you Mr. Lubberts 
have any sense of the 
efforts of other cities and 
towns east and west of 
Toronto that are aggres¬ 
sively positioning to 
attract retiring Baby 
Boomers while you and 
some members of this 
council are apparently 
aggressively trying to sty¬ 
mie developers, like 
Ridgeway Estates, to cater 
to this need. 

Please explain your 
logic in this regard. 

Your Town planning 
department was recom¬ 
mending approval of this 
revised plan, being confi¬ 
dent that the residents 
directly involved were 
satisfied with the revi- 

Roger Coe, president of 
DCC, attended the coun¬ 
cil meeting and was there 
to support the approval 



of the plan and Judith 
Peters from 129 Maple 
Leaf was also in atten¬ 
dance. Unfortunately, 
there was no opportunity 
for either person to speak 
at the meeting. 

The head planner noted 
that if the proposed red 
line changes are turned 
down by council that the 
developer will appeal to 
the OMB. 

I believe the Town will 
have to hire outside plan¬ 
ners to represent as its 
own planners have 
endorsed the proposed 
changes.

Studying history with 
modern technology Just 
became a lot easier. 

The Fort Erie Historical 
Museum has unveiled its 
new online archive for the 
War of 1812. 

The new addition at the 
museum, located at 298 
Ridge Rd., was created with 
the help of two volunteers, 
and took two years two cre¬ 
ate. 

The entire collection of 
books, manuscripts, diaries, 
and historical newspapers at 
the museum was read, sum¬ 
marized and digitally cata¬ 


logued by Charlie Capern 
and Joe Lischka. 

"In the museum we have 
an archive, and the archive 
has hundreds of thousands 
of pieces of information. 
What we did for the 1812 
bicentennial celebration was 
try to solve a problem about 
accessing this information," 
said Jane Davies, adminis¬ 
trator of the Fort Erie 
Historical Museum. 

“The goal of the museum 
is to get information out to 
the public. With computers 
this is much easier.” 

Davies says before all the 
information was catalogued, 
visitors of the museum 
would have to search 


through and analyze the 
hundreds of thousands of 
pieces of physical informa¬ 
tion to find what they were 
looking for. 

With the new system, 
guests can now sit down and 
find what they’re looking for 
by simply typing in a few key 
words into a computer. 

Davies says the launch of 
the website has already 
received more than 300 hits. 

“It’s on the web, you can 
access it 24-7 from home” 

Not only is the new system 
much more efficient, but it’s 
easy to use as well. 

Capern, one of the two 
volunteers who helped bring 
the database to life, said one 


of the first users was a young 
child, who had no problems 
finding information and get¬ 
ting acquainted with the sys-
